New plan resolving 
income tax problems 


IRS’ new Problem Resolution 
Program, established in the 
Springfield District in April, has 
provided an effective procedure 
for handling federal tax 
problems which could not be 
resolved through normal 
channels, in the opinion of Ira S. 
Loeb, district director. 

“The ‘PRP’ is not a substitute 
for normal procedures or the 
tax appeal process, nor is it a 
substitute for deciding or 
resolving technical — tax 
questions,” he said. 

“But if taxpayers have 
contacted the IRS through usual 
channels by telephone, or mail, 
or walk-in and still feel that 
their ‘problems have not been 


dealt with properly, they may 
call or write our problem 
resolution coordinator. 

“The primary function of the 
coordinator is to resolve tax- 
payer problems with a 
minimum delay.” 

Loeb explained that. by 

establishing the Problem 
Resolution Program the IRS 
hopes to determine the nature, 
volume and causes of problems 
not being satisfactorily resolved 
through existing channels, and 
(o provide remedial action.

He said the white powder on 
cars has led to the department 
issuing two ‘‘notices of 
violation" to one local industry.

Expect crime report to 
aid law enforcement

A consultant’s study critical* 
of law enforcement and 
prosecution in Madison and St. 
Clair counties was termed 
useful tool for future im- 
provements” during a day-long 
meeting of the Southwestern 
Ulinois Law Enforcement 
Commission board of directors 
yesterday at Collinsville: 

SILEC Board President 
Edward Voumard of Alton said~ 
at a press conference late 
yesterday that the report has 
drawn © extensive media 
coverage;-much of it critical, 
but that stich a precise pin- 
pointing of law enforcement 
problems in this area should be 
useful in alleviating the 
problems in the future. 

“It should be noted that the 
one-year study was done at the 
request of SILEC’s board of 
directors and gxecutive 
director. SILEC called in fire on 
its own position,” Voumard 
explained. 

“We: knew there were 
problems. The various police 
departments and county boards 
knew of Some problems. We 
wanted a study to bring those 
problems into better focus and 
perhaps find some we were not 
aware of. This study has done 
this and has made some very 
useful recommendations for 
correcting them,” he added. 

Louis H. Knapp of Cresap, 
McCormick and Paget, Inc., 
which conducted the study, said 
his task was to decide why the 
criminal justice system: in this 
area was not working properly 
and to meet with all officials to 
get their recommendations how 
it could work better. 

He also studied the ef- 
fectiveness of Law Enfor- 
cement Assistance 
Administration and Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission 
programs in this. area since 
1970. 

SILEC Executive Director 
John Ellis said: - 


“I just wonder where crime 
would be without the LEAA. 
Crime records were sparse until 
1970, but LEAA record keeping 
then showed crime climbing 
until 1975. AH of a sudden, the 
crime rate dropped and that 
drop is continuing into 1977. It 
may, however, take longer to 
turn around than we thought.” 

Ellis said all SILEC’s work, 
including the consultant report, 
is aimed at meeting the goals of 
the 1970 Safe Streets Act of 
Congress. 
“Let's try to make the streets 
safer so we can use our public 
property. So we can goto a park 
and have a picnic at night if we 
want to. So we can feel safe to 
go into East St. Louis at night,” 
he added. 

Knapp said at first, LEAA 
programs were designed to aid 
the policemen. ‘‘Police were the 
easiest to help. They needed 
front line assistance. 

“Officers in a crime situation 
are denied the luxury of taking 
time for considerations. Better 
training and equipmerit were 
needed most and the regional 
mobile training program was, 
perhaps, one of the best 
programs they sponsored. 

He said that better training 
and equipping of police led to 
the number of arrests tripling 
within a few years, which 
caused bottlenecks at the in- 
vestigative and prosecuting 
areas. Overcrowded prisons 


complicated the problem fur- 


ther. 

“One of our most important 
jobs in conducting this study 
was to determine where the 
bottlenecks were. It indicated 
future SILEC programs should 
focus on improving 
prosecution. 

“The state’s attorney’s office 
costs about $2 per person per 
year in taxes. Police cost about 
$30. If prosecution can make 
police more productive, it is a 
wise investment to give more to 
the state’s attorney's offices,” 
Knapp stated. 
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He said im) the state's 
attorney’s offices in St. Clair 
and. then Madison County were 
the top two priorities in 
recommendations the report 
made. The third -recom- 
mendation,, and: probably the- 
most contr l, is “‘@ com: 
plete overhaul of the East St. 
Louis Police Department. 

Other recommendations 
include establishrnent of central 
investigative units in <each 
county for major crimes, 
assisting rural counties with. 
their investigations, con- 
solidating small police forces 
into larger and better equipped 
departments, and 
strengthening probation ser- 
vices, particularly in rural 
areas. 

Ellis said the recom- 
mendations will be used by 
SILEC “‘as a tool to write a new 
regional plan on a ‘county-by- 
county basis by Jan. 31. 

“It then will be up to the 
counties and the various 
governmental agencies in- 
volved to either work toward 
meeting the. recommendations 
or throw them in the 
wastebasket. I do not think they 
will be ignored. 

“Counties have the most 
mandates to provide services. 
At the same time counties have 
the most restrictions on how to 
raise revenyes,"’ Ellis said. 

One answer may be for each 
county to hold a referendum on 
becoming a home-rule county so 
they can raise more money 
through taxation to provide 
better prosecution service. Non- 
home-rule counties are limited 
toa tax of’12-cents for each $100 
of assessed valuation which 
brings St. Clair County only 
$936,000 a year, Ellis explained. 

“By the time that is divided 
up, you have an underbudgeted 
state’s attorney and public 
defender. We must find efficient 
ways to pay for these services 
while the state General 
Assembly deals with the 
greater problems of law en- 
forcement,” Ellis added. 

Responding to criticisms 
SILEC appears to be aban- 
doning East St. Louis, SILEC 
Vice-president Victor Canty, 
who also is chairman of the St. 
Clair County Board, said more 
emphasis is to be placed on 
prosecution than police, but the 
report contains concrete 
suggestions for sweeping 
reforms of the East St. Louis 
police. 

Knapp added that of $7.2 
million’ SILEC has spent in this 
region, $1.65 million has gone 
directly to the city of East St. 
Louis “on programs‘which have

The jury was expected to 
retire for deliberations about 1 
p.m. today in the trial of Jerry 
Gibson, 23, of 2202.

Keep grinding away: 
those autumn leaves

One problem of lingering fall 
weather is the gradual leaf drop 
from nearby trees. 

An occasional leaf on the 
grass may not seem harmful, 
but it doesn't take many leaves 
to smother bluegrass. 

Frequent mowing is popular 
with some homeowners to 
dispose of these leaves. The 
ground-up leaves become a 
little extra humus which 
quickly disappears as the 
bluegrass grows. 

+++ 

One method of control of wild 
onions is to pull the clumps and 
burn them. 

Soft ground is the key to 
success if you try to destroy this 
pesky onion by pulling. Most 
large clumps can be easily 
pulled when the ground is soft, 
but small clumps will need help. 

A garden trowel or fork will 
Joosen the soil enough to release 
the cluster of onions. When you 
burn the clumps you can be sure 
of complete destruction, 


Acorns are usually. too bittep 
to be eaten raw, but the Illinois 
Department of Conservation 
reports that acorns can be eater 
after they have been boiled to, 
remove the tannin, Here is their’ 
recipe: 

Remove the hull of the nut’ 
and boil the kernel in water tb- 
remove the _bitter-tasting’ 
tannin. Each time the water: 
turns. brown, it should bé’ 
replaced. The acorn meat turns: 
dark colored as the tannin-ig 
removed, 

Once the water stops turning - 
brown, fhe acorns should be 
dried on a cookie sheet in the 
oven at a low heat or in the sun; 

These boiled meats can bé 
eaten dry or chopped to use as a 
nut substitute in cookie or sweet 
bread recipes. Acorns can be 
candied by dipping them in & 
sugar ‘glaze made from con: 
fectioner’s sugar, melted 
butter, and a little warm water,

Johnson says he feels he has 
been outspoken for judicial 
reforms and instrumental in 
equalizing the status of 
downstate and Cook County 
judges. He advocates a man- 
datory jail sentence on a point 
system for convicted criminals 
and has initiated innovations’ 
and time-saving methods for 
the judicial system, he feels.

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New rules for independents 
in County Board elections

Candidates who plan to run as 
“independents” for County 
Board seats in the Quad-Cities 
and Madison County next year 
will not get any special breaks 
in filing procedure as they have 
in previous County Board 
elections. 

County Clerk Evelyn Bowles 
said this week that under new 
filing requirements in the 1978 
primary election, independent 
candidates will be required to 
file nominating petitions during 
the regular filing period in the 
same procedure followed by 
Democratic and Republican 
candidates, 

This is a departure from 
previous County Board elec- 
tions in which independent 
candidates were permitted to 
file for a place on the November 
general election ballot after the 
primary was held. This per- 
mitted independents to get their 
name on the November election 
ballot without having to file 
prior to the primary election. 


Under new laws, Miss Bowles 
said, any independent’ can- 
didate wishing to run for a 
County Board seat in the 
November 1978 general elec- 
tion, will have to file petitions 
during the same filing period 
that applies to Democratic and 
Republican candidates. 

The filing period for can- 


didates who plan to run for 
County Board, county or district 
offices will open Dec. 12 and 
continue through Dec. 19. 
County offices subject to 
election next year are those of 
sheriff, treasurer, superin- 
tendent of the education service 
region and county clerk. 

In the County Board election, 
Miss Bowles noted, there will be 
no opportunity for independents 
to file as board candidates after 
the ptimary. Unless they file 
during the Dec. 12-19 filing 
period, shesaid, they will not be 
on the November ballot. 

However, the county clerk 
explained, independents will not 
be listed on the March 21 
primary ballot even though they 
file petitions during the regular 
filing period. Their names will 
be placed only on the general 
election ballot in November. 

Quad-City voters in the March 
21 primary will nominate 
Democratic and Republican 
candidates for seven County 
Board seats, 

Districts in which the terms of 
incumbent board members 
expire are District 15 which 
includes part of Chouteau 
Township, Wayne Bridgewater 
incumbent; District 16, parts of 
Chouteau and Nameoki 
townships, Walter ‘Dick’ 
Sparks, incumbent; District 19, 
Granite City, William Webb 
incumbent 

Also District 20, Granite City, 


Nelson Hagnauer incumbent; 
District 21, Granite City, Daniel 
J. Partney incumbent; District 
23, parts of Venice and Granite 
City townships, Robert Bauder 
incumbent; District 26, parts of 
Namecki - and Collinsville 
townships, Louis Whitsell in- 
cumbent. 

In District 23, the election of a 
County Board member will be 
for a two-year term. Bauder 
was appointed earlier this year 
to fill a vacancy created by the 
death of the late Jay Maurer of 
Venice, who had been re-elected 
in 1976. ‘This leaves two years of 
the ‘term remaining and is 
subject to election.

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Legal advice aids home improvements

The fuel crisis and the boom 
in insulation inspired by the 
need to cut down on large fuel 
bills may bring with it its share 
of unscrupulous home im- 
provement contractors seeking 
to sell insulation jobs to the 
public. 

There are some legal steps to 
take: to protect yourself from 
shoddy work or from paying 
more than the amount you 
agree upon both for insulation 
jobs and all other types of home 
improvements. 

For one thing, you should 
know something about the law 
of liens, and the best place to get 
advice on that point ~is from 
your lawyer, All too often, 
people will sign a substantial

home improvement contract, 
perhaps running into thousands 
pt dollars, while giving little 
thought to the legal aspects of 
real. estate property im- 
provements. 

One of those legal aspects is 
the Mechanics’ Lien Act, a law 
which gives any worker who 
makes improvements and each. 
Supplier of material used in the 
improvements to your property, 
the-right to file a lien, or claim, 
against that property if full 
payment for services or 
materials is not made. 

If necessary, anytime within 
two years after the work was 
done, presuming that the lien 
was properly filed with the 
county recorder, the lien holder 
may foreclose the lien and 
perhaps. force the sale of the

Property so that the bill will be 
paid from the proceeds. 
1n'1975, a’ new law was passed 
Specifically ‘to protect "home 
owners who own single-family, 
owner-occupied » residences. 
Your lawyer can advise you of 
all the protections which this 
law contains. , 
Most homeowners, of course, 
think of hiring a contractor and 
paying for the work when it is 
done as a rather cut and dried 
affair. And, since most home 
improvement contractors are 
perfectly reliable people, it is 
usually just ‘that. However, 
there is always the’ exception. 
Take the case of a woman who 
wrote a check tothe contractor 
for the full amount of the 
remodeling and redecorating 
work on her home, quite 


honestly presuming ‘that 
payment of several thousand 
dollars ended the matter. 


Much to her surprise, a short 
time later she received a notice 
from the electrical sub- 
contractor advising her that he 
had not been paid for his part of 
the job. 


To keep him from filing a lien 
on her property, she paid the 
electrical subcontractor’s bill, 
even though her check to the 
contractor had covered his 
work. 


Of course, the woman sued 
the contractor in an effort to 
recover the amount of her 
overpayment, But had she 
sought the advice of her lawyer

1. Require the contractor to 
give yoy an affidavit — a 
notarized statement — which 
lists the names of all the sub- 
contractors, their addresses 
and the amounts of their sub-

2. Before paying the con- 
tractor, ask for waivers from 
subcontractors waiving their 
rights to any liens in connection 
with the work that was done and 
containing waivers of lien from 
their material suppliers, 

3. Compare the contractor’s 
sworn- statements to the 
waivers to be sure that all liens 
have been waived as to the 
amounts due or requested. 

That, of course, isn’t the full 
extent of the legal advice about

In most cases, adequate 
guarantees can and should be 
written into the contract which, 
especially if it is a sizeable one, 
should be examined by the 
lawyer if not actually prepared 
by a lawyer.

Boards to study how to fund 
added work with handicapped 


How can Illinois school 
districts pay for expensive new 
services required by state and 
federal governments? 

That question is expected to 
receive more attention than any 
other - when school. board 
members gather in Chicago 
Nov. 19 to 21 for the 63rd annual 
conference of -the Illinois 
Association of School Boards. 

Voting delegates from more 
than 800 school ‘districts are 
expected to give loud approval 
to resolutions demanding help. 
One resolution asks the federal 
government to pay the full cast 
of schooling for handicapped 
children, 

“New federal law requires 
that Illinois schools extend 
services to more than 100,000 
handicapped youngsters not 
now being served,” says Harold 
IASB executive 
director. 

“We estimate the cost to 
schools at $100 million a year — 
and that is money that can be 
raised only by cutting out 


programs for other students. 

“The. feeling among most 
school boards is that, if the 
federal government is going to 
require certain services, then 
the federal government should 
pay the cost.” 

A second resolution expected 
to receive strong support 
among conference delegates 
deals with the cost of unem- 
ployment insurance benefits. 

New  state-federal 
requirements may cost Illinois 
schools more than $20 million a 
year,’ Seamon contends, 
“Again, schools can pay this 
cost only by eliminating other 
costs or raising taxes.” 

More than 6,000 school baord 
members are to attend the IASB 
conference at Chicago’s Palmer 
House. The meeting-is jointly 
sponsored by the Tilinois 
Association of _~ School 
Administrators and the Ilinois 
Association, of School Business 
Officials. 

In addition to debating a 
variety of public policy issues, 
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participants will hear speakers: 
and attend panel sessions on 
critical school problems. 

Major speakers for the three- 
day meeting include Governor 
James Thompson, State 
Superintendent of Education 
Joseph M. Cronin, the Rev, 
Jesse Jackson, who is founder 
and national president of 
Operation PUSH, Thomas 
Shannon, executive director of 
the National School’ Boards 
Association, and ~ Nicholas 
Johnson, a former member of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission andMipngtime critic 
of the broadcasting industry. 

Panel discussions will cover 
such topics as student 
discipline, ‘teacher tenure, 
career education, the open 
umeetings law, collective 
bargaining and strikes, school — 
board ethics, public opinion, 
superintendent evaluation, and 
declining enrollments, 

School officials also will view 
nearly 100 exhibits of the latest 
‘school equipment, supplies and 
services,

‘The shortage of women 
managers in today’s business 
world is only partly due to 
discrimination, according to 
Dr. Ria C. Frijters, vice- 
president for business affairs at 
Southern Illinois- University at 
Edwardsville. 

Women are also held back 
from managerial positions 
because of ‘their own passivity 
and by a circle of misun- 
derstanding, she believes. 

Dr. Frijters has told mem- 
bers of the campus unit of the 
National Organization for 
Women at the university that 
men tend to assume that women 
are more interested in 
marriage or their children than 
in careers. 

“Women, on the other hand, 
assume that they will be 
tolerated only if they are super- 
efficient. So they become ex- 
perts at one particular job, and 
then hesitate to venture out into 
something better but more 
risky,” she said. 

By hanging back, the business 
administrator said,’ women 
confirm the assumption that 
they are not really committed to 
a career. 

Dr. Frijters is critical of 
business education programs in 
the secondary school system 
that teach shorthand, typing, 
keypunching and operation of 
office machines to the exclusion 
of problem-solving skills, 
communication skills-and other 
management skills, she said. 

“The majority of students in 
business education programs in 
high schools are women. 
Consequently, we are preparing 
a new generation of typists and 
secretaries, 

“Undergraduate programs in 
business administration usually 
doa much better job of teaching 
managerial skills. 

“An analysis of graduating 
seniors by sex in the various 
disciplines would show that a 
large majority of women 
students are still choosing 
stereotyped fields of study. 

“Essential ingredients for 
success include a clearly 
defined goal, carefully outlined 
and detailed plans to achieve 
that goal, and a willingness to 
pay the price of success. 

“Goal setting must be based 
on a realistic evaluation of an 
individual's strengths, 
weaknesses and aspirations, as 
well as a careful assessment of 
the effects reaching the goal 
would have on one’s personal 
life,” Dr. Frijters told her 
audience. 

“Plans must be objective- 
oriented.

when goals are well identified 
and defined, for vague goals are 
seldom achieved,” she said. 

“Assumptions . must — be. 
clearly stated and resources 
identified. Also essential is the 
establishing of control points at 
set times for the assessment of 
achievement or non- 
achievement. 

“After setting a goal and 
making plans to achieve it, the 
person still has a third ‘con- 
sideration — willingness to pay 
the price of success. 

“‘When women are included in 
studies dealing with the 
achievement motive, they get 
higher test-anxiety scores than 
men. 

“This seems to indicate, 
according to researchers, that 
the woman who is motivated to 
achieve is defying social con- 
ventions of what women should 
do.” 

In testing and other 
achievement-oriented _situat- 
ions, women. worry not only 
about failure, but also about 
success, she said, 

“If she fails, she is not living 
up to her own standards. If she 
succeeds, she. is not 
social expectations,

In recent years, the ad- 
ministrator told her audience,

have been removed, -but it is 
clear that . psychological 
barriers still remain. 

“Today’s generation of 
women in business. carry ‘a 
disproportionate amount of 
frustration, A career change in 
many instahces means a 
change in life style. 

“The woman faced with the 
decision of a career change has 
to face and cope with the life 
style change impact on her 
immediate family and defy 
social expectations,”” she. said. 

Dr. Frijtersadded that, for 
some women, it is a price too 
high to pay. “Many women in

Legislators capable of blazing burst of speed — sometimes 


Government is sometimes criticized for 
moving too slowly but Quad-Cityans can 
applaud or ‘otherwise react to a burst of 
speed occurring this week at Springfield. 

Senators voted 55-2 Monday night and 
representatives 160-6 Wednesday to bring 
local-level government employes under 
State unemployment compensation 
coverage and to outline state repayment of 
a 1975 federal loan of $751 million for 
jobless benefits. Governor James R. 
Thompson signed the legislation 
immediately yesterday. 

If there had been no action by today, the 
federal government would have imposed 
its own repayment plan, plus big penalties 
against employers whose taxes finance the 
Program. 

ke, general, Republicans wanted schools 
and oxier local governmental bodies to 
pay for their extended coverage, while 


Democrats through the state should pay 
the whole bill. 

The GOP cautioned that if one 
governmental level administered it and 
another paid for it, there might be a 
number of persons hired for a short time 
and then laid off to receive long-term 
benefits. Under the compromise reached, 
the state will pay half the local cost for the 
first year only. 

Many firms now will have to pay ten 
times as much as previously toward the 
unemployment compensation fund. 

While applause seems justified for the 
General Assembly meeting the deadline, 
there is less certainty that the net result , 
will be entirely fair or affordable. It may 
well be that another round of fast 
legislative action will be needed soon to 
assure adequate protection against jobless 
pay, abuses. 


This county resolving jail problem; why can’t the others? 


Bigger and more secure jails appear to 
be a necessity in the world of thé late- 
1970s, but legislators ought to go slow 
before accepting a “solution” by Rep. John 
Dunn of Decatur and Rep. Rolland 
Tipsword of Taylorville. They propose $50 
million in state bonds to help counties 
build new jail. 

Such facilities are costly, but progress is 
being made. Madison County broke 
ground Monday for a $4 million-plus jail, 


and bids were opened Wednesday for a 
smaller jail proposed by Granite City. 

‘Areas being prodded to construct new 
county jails include Fulton, Rock Island, 
Kankakee, Macon, Peoria, Champaign 
and Menard. 

It would appear that more time ought to 
be given to such communities to try to put 
together county-level or federal financing 
before the state steps in to shoulder the 
funding responsibility. 


Both parties endorse tougher punishment of Illinois felons 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau 
Michael Bakalis and the Democrats have 
successfully diffused an important issue in 
next year’s gubernatorial campaign. 

They switched ‘positions and lined up 
behind&Gov. James Thompson's proposal 
to label serious crimes as “Class X” 
felonies. 

The switch, was politically smart because 
Thompson had clearly won the public 
relations battle regarding Class X. 

Thompson, a former prosecutor, enjoys 
a reputation as a tough crime-fighter. The 
legislature, on the other hand, suffers from 
a horrible public image. 

Thus, when the legislators blocked 
Thompson's Class X proposal during the 
spring session of the legislature, the chief 
executive clearly had the advantage as he 
blasted them on the crime issue. 

House Speaker William Redmond led 
the legislative fight, and he obviously 
relished his role because for the first time 
in his long career he was the focus of 
attention. 

Having Redmond in the spotlight was 
helping Redmond, but Bakalis and the 
Democratic Party finally realized it was 
doing them’no good. 

Bakalis, the likely Democratic nominee 
for governor, announced Nov. 1 he would 
support the Class X label. Senate President 
Thomas Hynes and Redmond announced 
three days later they were following suit. 

There are still some valid differences of 
piniosyjon the merits of the legislation, but 
the Democrats are likely to compromise 
with Thompson on the details of the final 
version. Approval seems likely. 


‘The Class X label had put Bakalis in a 
difficult campaign position. If he opposed 
Class X, it appeared to the voting public as 
if he was opposed to stronger measures to 
curb crime. 

If Class X failed in the legislature, then 
Bakalis would be hit continually with the 
issue by Thompson during next year's 
campaing for governor. 

If Bakalis continued to oppose it but 
Democratic legislators voted for it, then 
Bakalis would look ridiculous. He would 
be portrayed as an ineffective leader of his 
party. 

If the measure now fails with his support 
— which is unlikely — at least he can’t be 
blamed. 

If Class X becomes law, Bakalis won't be 
given much credit. But at least he's 
neutralized the issue and Thompson won't 
be able to criticize him on it during the 
campaign 

Some candidates, of course, don’t really 
want the legislature to approve of their 
idea because they can no longer use it as 
an issue once it becomes law. 

That doesn’t appear to be the case with 
Thompson, however. The reason is simple: 
Class X will become a national issue 

Once it is approved by the legislature, 
Thompson will receive national attention 
for his crime-busting proposal. 

Few persons will know any details about 
it, but they will associate Thompson's Class 
X crime proposal with the nationally- 
known X-rating system for movies. 

The issue is sure to boost Thompson as 
he seeks the Republican nomination for 
president.

Physical education 
in need of emphasis 


(Athletic Institute), 

“All our gym teacher ever did 
was throw a ball out to us and 
say, ‘Be back for a shower in 30 
minutes.’ We had to wear those 
silly bloomers for a uniform; 
oh, how ridiculous. I looked! I 
just hated it!” 


“All I ever learned in gym 
was how to do push-ups; now I 
hate to do exercises.”” 

“Our gym teacher spent six 
weeks trying to teach me to play 
football — I had two left feet and 
I hated the game anyway.” 


“My gym teacher talked 
about physical education and 
she was 50 pounds overweight — 
what a joke!"”” 

All sound familiar? It should. 
For those of us who have been 
alert to hearing the criticisms of 
physical education over the 
years, the above thoughts are 
only a few of the many echoed 
by thousands who’ve spent 
many dubious hours being 
physical educated, for the most 
part, during their high school 
days. 

The sad fact is, that in many 
circles, this is the image 
physical education portrays. 

Why? Where have we gone 
wrong? 

Let's take a professional look 
at ourselves, and in the process, 
attempt to find the answer. 

It seems fair, from an 
analytical point, to reason that 
physical education really began 
when the need for strong, 
healthy soldiers arose during 
the World Wars. 

High schools seemed the ideal 
setting to get our men in shape. 
As an offshoot, interscholastic 
sports programs began. And for 
some reason, the two, in many 
circles became synonymous. 

In most cases, the high school 
coach was also the high school 
physical ‘education teacher 
Nothing certainly is wrong with 
this reasoning; it’s like the 
music teacher being in charge 
of the band 

However, when wars .ended 
and competition between high 
school athletic programs in- 
creased, the quality of physical 
education decreased. In essence 
— “No man can serve two 
masters’ — or at least serve 
them well when the pressure is 
on you from the community to 
produce championship teams. 

What happened then, and 
continues to happen in many 
communities today, is that 
physical education and sports 
are still thought of in the same 
\light. Few, outside the circle of 
\physical ‘educators, see or 
understand the true values of 
physical education. 

The development of the 
emotional, social, psychological 
and other phases of the per- 
sonality we in physical 
education know is possible, 
through the development of 
physical skills, is clouded 
behind an image of “fun and 
games,” “glorified recess” and 
all the other misconceptions in 
the eyes of the educational 
world, 

What then is the answer for 
the future? To the Athletic 
Institute, one alternative lies in 
the development ' of a 
sophisticated plan of developing 
students physically from -kin. 
dergarten throughout their 
academic years. 

Physically, not for the pur- 
pose of playing better football, 
basketball or baseball, but 
physically to be able to perform 
better at all the things we do in 
motor activities throughout our 
lives from turning a door knob 
to playing tennis at age 65. 

Let’s begin with  kin- 
dergarten. For too long, we in 
physical education have taken 
for granted the natural 
development of the physical 
through natural maturity. 

Until recently, with the 
recognition of Movement 
Education (or perceptual motor 
development), primary 
students have had little, if any, 
planned program to develop 
those psychomotor skills, such 
as: hand-eye coordination, 
laterality, spatial awareness, 
and others $0 necessary for 
every day living, 

Why is physical development 
different from other subject 
areas? 

In math, the common 
Procedure has been to start the 
student with the basics — one 
and one is two, working 
progressively up to calculus. In 
reading, it’s letter recognition, 
word structure, and on up to 
where the student is able to read 


Until recently, in an over- 
whelming number’ of situations 
in physical. education, we 
started students out by saying, 
“here’s the ball and the game, 
start playing,’ and never 
worrying about the basic

many benefits of a Movement 
Education program for their 
primary students will be giving 
young people an 
heretofore unequaled 
physical education. 

As 
termediate years after a 
in the 
development of perceptual 
motor skills, he is ready for the 
introduction to rules and skills 
necessary for athletic activities 
he.can enjoy presently and in 
the years that lie ahead. 


Experience indicates that the 
intermediate student is both 
mature and eager enough to 
search and understand the 
basics of play of all sports, 

Too often, however, in- 
termediate programs stress a 
limited amount of exposure to 
lifetime sports activity and the 
student becomes bored and 
frustrated at having to play the 
standard volleyball, softball, 
basketball, touch football type- 
games week to week. 


If, in fact academic learning 
in the classroom is to prepare 
one for the future mentally, 
shouldn't intermediate physical 
education programming be 
planned for preparing the 
student for future physical 
activity? 

‘Tradition has it that doing 
calisthenics during gym class’ 
and shooting a few baskets is a 
healthy experience for the 
student. Not so, unless that 
experience is used to educate 
and motivate the students to 
make exercises a daily part of 
their lives. 

The intermediate: physical 
education program _ that 
properly prepares the student in 
understanding the rules and 
skills of a variety of spart ac- 
tivity is providing that student 
with necessary tools to compete 


and enjoy athletic activity in the 


future. 

What about high school 
physical education? Not long 
ago, the taxpayers of Rockford, 
Ill. voted down funds, not only 
for interscholastic sports 
program, but physical 
education, 

What the taxpayers were 
saying, in brief, was that 
physical education isn’t worth 
my dollar — we see no value in 
the program. 

While Rockford is only one 
example, it is by no means the 
only community in America 
that has similar feelings. In 
essence, the “rolling out the 
ball” finally caught up with us, 
and people finally challenged 
the educational value of 
physical education. 

If physical education, is a 
profession, is to survive at the 
high school level it must begin 
to demonstrate its value. 

The day when the coach is 
automatically the “phys ed’ 
teacher (a ‘situation far too 
frequent) must be re-evaluated. 

In reality, coaches for the 
most part have the respof- 
sibility to produce high caliber, 
championship teams in the 
community. 

These pressures and 
responsibilities many times 
inhibit the coach from fully 
performing his or her duties-as 
a physical educator. In essence, 
coaches should be coaches and 
physical educators should: by 
physical educators. 

Physical education must 
mean something to the future of 
every high school student. 

What then, should it be? While 
our recommendations are 
nothing new, and we are proud 
many physical educators have 
already led the way in this type 
program, we strongly suggest 
each high school physical 
educator develop his or her 
program in lifetime sports 
activity. 

Forget about emphasizing 
games that students can only 
play for a few years and con 
centrate on furthering the play 
of rules and skills students learn 
in intermediate years. Con- 
centrate on teaching the values 
of physical exercise — not just 
conducting jumping jacks. 

Teach the healthy values of 
competition, the joy of winning, 
and how to accept defeat. 


Give the student an op- 
portunity to know the thrill of 
bowling over 200, serving an 
“ace” in tennis, and dropping a 
40-foot putt, all the wonderful 
years they can find ahead in 
ee. in world of sports, 

hile sports might not be for. 
evecenn the opportunity to

Inconclusion, perhaps history 
has taught us a lesson.

(American Trucking 
Associations) 

More than 38,000 communities 
in America are’ totally depen- 
dent on trucks for’ their food, 
fuel, medical’ supplies .and 

“all. ‘consumer. goods. 

Those communities, most of 
them small’ towns, are ,not 
Served by rail carriers or barge 
dines.” Their well-being is 
‘dependent on the health: of the 
‘trucking industry. 
|, Now, the future of those areas 
‘is in some danger from an issue 
‘that is little known outside of 
‘Washington. It is called the 
“deregulation” of the. motor 
carrier industry. 

Simply) stated, the move 
toward deregulation involves 
having less federal restrictions 

‘on who may operate in the 
motor carrier industry. 

Some of the more extreme 
deregulation. proposals’ now 
before Congress and the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission — under the guise of 
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wary of deregulation 


reform — would do away with 
much of the federal control that 
has contributed to the building 
Of the most efficient ground 
transportation system in the 
world.’ 

Tronically, these moves would 
undo one of the prime reasons 
for beginning federal regulation 
of trucking back in 1935: 
Making sure that’ motor 
carriers are required to: serve 
unprofitable areas — such as 
small towns — alorig with: the 
lucrative big city markets. 

Congressional“ committees 
and federal regulatory agencies 
have repeatedly been warned 
that deregulating the industry 
would lead to a mad scramble to 
serve only the top trucking 
markets — the very situation 
before federal regulation 
started over 40 years ago. 

For example, take the 
testimony of a small trucking 
operator before a hearing held 
by the ICC. 

‘Testifying was Marvin Hayes, 


INSULATION 
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President of Marvin Hayes 
Lines, Inc., a company that 
primarily serves towns of 25,000 
or less in population. 

Speaking for his own firm and 
39. other small’. ‘trucking 
operators, Hayés told the ICC: 

“Our total responsibility is to 
ie customer, who is sequently 

our neighbor, in providing him 
with the best service to utilize 
his transportation dollar. We 
are the only complete motor 
freight service available to 
these rural areas.” 

Again referring to the small 
regulated companies who serve 
those areas, Hayes said: 

“Go to the rural communities 
each day and see who is 
delivering to the hospitals, the 
drug stores, the doctors, the 
dentists and the department 
stores. We (the rural trucking 
firms) are the most unique 
group this.country has. We are 
its heartbeat. If we are 
destroyed (by deregulation), it 
will only pyramid problems in 
an integral part of our great 
country, its grassroots.” + 

Hayes said carriers serving 
small towns deserve regulatory 
protection for fulfilling their 
obligations. 

Early in 1976, the American 
Trucking Associations sent out 
3,438 questionnaires to par- 
ticipants in the National Motor 
Freight Classification, an in- 
dustrywide group that deals 
with how freight is classified to 
determine fair rates. There 
were 900 replies, and here are 
some of the results: 

A weighted average of the 
replies shows 70.4 per cent of 
the firms would cut off some or

all of the communities they now 
serve if deregulation occurred. 
And they would reduce the 
average number of towns they 
now serve from the present 84 to 
an estimated 58. 


If firms were not required to .. 


Serve any ‘specific areas, only 
45.9 per cent of those responding 
would continue to bring goods to 
towns of under 5,000 population. 

Deregulation would be 
responsible for eventual °in- 
creases in shipping costs to 
consumers, 75.1 per cent of the 
companies responding ‘said. 

‘And 82.4 per cent of the firms 
said there would be an eventual 
decrease in transportation 
service to small towns. 

The National League of Cities 
in an official resolution said, it 
“opposes the defegulation of 
common carriers since it poses 
a threat to the continuance of 
service to small communities.”’ 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer 
has commented, “Deregulation 
as proposed by Mr. -(former 
President Gerald) Ford could 
bring rate wars disastrous to 
carriers and shippers alike. 
Small or out-of-the-way com- 
munities could be bypassed or 
be made subject to premium 
rates for service by carriers 
taking full advantage of free 
and easy routing.” 

The Staunton, Va., leader 
mon carriers of freight on high- 
ways, doing away with federal 
controls would be detrimental 
to them and the users of their 
services.””

Notices to supervisors, 
sheriffs on fuel cutoffs 


The Illinois Commerce 
Commission is advising the 
directors of departments of 
public health, © township 
supervisors and county sheriffs 
throughout Illinois that they will 
be notified when.a utility in- 
tends to disconnect residential 
heating service during the 
months of Noyember through 
March. 

Public Act 80-953, which 
became law in September, 
requires that electric or gas 
utilities inform the proper local 
officials at least 24 hours prior 
to disconnecting heating service 
when the cutoff was not 
requested by the customer. 

The commission passed a 
resolution to insure that public 
officials are aware of the new 
law and will have adequate time 
before severe weather sets in to 
formulate a local response plan, 
if that is their intent. 

The commission requires 
utilities to notify customers in 
writing prior to disconnecting 
gas, electric, telephone, water 
or sewer service. The customer 
must receive the notice at least 
five days prior to disconnection. 

Gas and electric service 
cannot be shut off after 2 p.m. 
during the workweek or after 
noon on Fridays or days 
preceeding holidays, unless the 
utility is prepared to reconnect 
service by 8 p.m. the same day
